Is all of the Bible the infallible Word of God as it claims 
to be? Or are there only glimmers of truth mixed with a great 
deal of error in the Old Testament, with more truth in the 
New, and yet some error? Is the infidel’s doctrine of a pro- 
gressively good but never perfect revelation in the Bible—can 
that be true? NO! Jesus Himself said of the Old Testament 
that “...

> CHAPTER V 


Teaches a False Progressive 
Revelation! 


A favorite philosophy of the 
“scholars” writing The Interpre- 
ters Bible is that the revelation 
of God progressed through the 
ages, improving from the very 
poor to the better, but never be- 
coming perfect. (God did increase 
revelation but did not improve 
it.) The “scholarly” application 
they put on their theory is one 
whereby they mean that later 
writers “corrected” the mistakes 
of earlier ones. This is a most 
handy method for the liberals to 
explain away things they do not 
like to believe, especially the many 
judgments found in the Old Testa- 
ment. 

In the front of Volume TI, in a 
section entitled “How to Use 
the Interpreter’s . Bible,” editor 
Buttrick slurs verbal inspiration 
and sets the pattern for progres- 
sive revelation by saying: 

“The Bible is not a series of 
phonograph records traced on 
helpless human wax by a compul- 
Sive needle, but genuinely an in- 
spiration from which new light 
breaks age on age under the lead- 
ing of that selfsame Spirit.’’! 

This was Herbert H, Farmer’s 

idea when he wrote: 
“That the revelation set forth 
in the Bible is a developing revela- 
tion is implicit in the idea of the 
New Testament as the fulfillment 
of the Old and. is plainly evident 
from the content of Scripture it- 
self. This means that we have 
not merely the right but the duty 
to discriminate within the scrip- 
ture records between different 
levels in the apprehension of God’s 
mature and purpose and to reject 
the lower levels once and for all 
in favor of the higher.’’2 

The first sentence in that quo- 
tation is true; the second is as 
false as hermeneutically possible. 
God's revelation is progressive in 
the sense of further revelation, 
but not with reference to an im- 
proved or more perfect revelation 
of “God's nature and purpose.”’ He 
is “the same yesterday, 
day, and for ever” (Heb. 13:8). 

The first book of the Bible is 
perfect in revelation, just as is 
the last. The holiness of God por- 
trayed in the Old Testament is 
the same as that portrayed in the 
New. The righteous judgment of 
God presented by the prophets is 
no different than that described 
by the apostles. His mercy, love, 
power, goodness and other char- 


‘acteristics are revealed the same 


in both Testaments. And never 
did He make a mistake or set 
forth falsehoods in the Old Testa- 
ment, according to the liberals’ 
teaching of “progressive revela- 
tion.” No one has a “right” or 
“duty” to “discriminate” and “re- 
ject” Divine révelation as set forth 
in either the Old or New Testa- 
ments! 

George B. Caird develops the 
theme by writing in his Introduc- 
tion to I and II Samuel: 


“Tt would be possible to defend 
some of the so-called primitive 
practices in the early religion of 
Israel, The typical sacrifice which 
we find in the early narratives 
of Samuel is a joyful and intimate 
communion feast which seems to 
come closer to true worship than 
the elaborate ritual of the second 
temple (I Sam. 1:5; 10:3). Yet it 
would be a mistake to think that 
these primitive elements were ever 
distinctive of the religion of Israel. 
It has been demonstrated that 
they are common features not only 
of the religions of the Semitic 
peoples, but also of every man- 
made religion.’’3 

To bolster this he quotes God- 


and to’ 


frey E. Phillips as writing: 

“It has been suggested ... that 
the Semites had a unique genius 
for religion. , . . In fact, so far 
are the Semites in themselves 
from being a peculiar people, that 
what chiefly attracted W. Robert- 
son Smith to his immense labours 
in studying their early religion 
was his belief that here we have 
a true and typical example of 
man’s religion in~general apart 
from a revelation in history. 

“This was powerfully and inde- 
pendently confirmed by our own 
experience in conducting our in- 
quiry in company with mission- 
aries from several parts of the 
world. Again and again, as an 
account was given of some feature 
of ancient pre-Jewish religion, 
someone from China or Africa or 
India would illustrate it from 
present-day life in their own Rur- 
roundings.’’4 

Then Mr. Caird concludes: 

“The mind of man does not 
vary greatly the world over, and 
whenever man makes his own re- 
ligion it is likely to contain the 
Same ingredients. But the dis- 
tinctive thing about the religion 
of Israel is not that it had many 
things in common with the man- 
made religions of the world,- but 
that it so quickly outgrew them 
under the influence of divine 
revelation; and this process had 
already begun in the earliest per- 
iod .... It may be of some sig- 
nificance that man can trace his 
descent to a common ancestor 
with the apes, but it is much 
more significant that the descent 
has taken place, so that man has 
evolved into a higher form of 
being. Similarly, it may be of in- 
terest to know that the Hebrews 
once shared the primitive pagan- 
ism of the rest of mankind before 
the divine call came to them, but 
it is of infinitely greater impor- 
tance to know that they answered 
the call and slowly sloughed off 
their primeval ignorance, In the 
early narratives of the book of 
Samuel we are allowed to see 
Israel take some of the first steps 
of this pilgrimage.’’5 

It is interesting to note that 
Mr, Caird, while passing off a 
major portion of the Word of 
God as “primeval ignorance,” con- 
fesses that he has “a common 
ancestry with the apes”! Perhaps 
it° would be best if we classified 
his “scholarship” simply as 
“monkey business!” 

Others join Professor Caird in 
telling us that our early prophets 
stooped to plagiarism in stealing 
their ideas from the Canaanites 
and other nearby heathen nations. 
Says William A. Irwin, 

“The Canaanite religion was 
old and rich in ritual and liturgy. 
In spite of features which Israel’s 
better thought repudiated, it had 
much to teach the newcomers. 
And so it is that certain of the 
psalms, for example, which we use 
to this day, are really Canaanite 
religious poems taken over and 
adapted by Israel. It has been 
claimed likewise that the amazing 
group of love lyrics which make up 
the Song of Songs trace back 
through some undetermined pro- 
cess of adaptation to songs of the 
Canaanite cultus.’’6 


Again he writes, “The charac- 
teristic conservatism and_ tradi- 
tionalism of the priesthood evi- 
dently preserved in memory—per- 
haps also in small measure in writ- 
ten doeuments—generation after 
generation the ancient modes of 
worshiping its God, until at 
length the tragedy of national col- 


lapse aroused exiled priests to 
organize this diverse material ip 
final form.’’? 

Still later he says: 

“Nonetheless, in the case law 
now found in Exod. 21-23 we are 
by common consent to recognize 
fragments of the Canaanite code, 
doubtless revised and adapted to 
Hebrew needs, but still patently 
Canaanite.’ 

Note that this “scholar” who 
is obviously “happy in ‘his utter 
ignorance” believes that Moses (or 
whoever wrote Exodus) got the 
law, not from God on the top of 
Mount Sinai in the midst of 
thunderings and lightnings, but 
by plagiarizing from the Canaan- 
ites! He even asserts that this 
is recognized and admitted “by 
common consent’! 

Walter Russell Bowie said the 
same in his comments on Genesis: 

“Some of the creation stories of 
the Babylonians or of other an- 
cient peoples (influencing... the 
stories in Genesis) are primitive 
to the point of seeming now fan- 
tastic ...’9 

Charles T. Fritsch 
the same matter in 
asking: 

“Again the questions arise: Who 
is the borrower? Which was the 
original source? There seems to 
be more evidence this time that 
Isra&’ was the debtor .. .”109 In 
other words, these liberals are 
agreed that Israel stole the gems 
of wisdom in Proverbs from the 
Babylonians and the Egyptians, 
rather than vice versa. 

Henry J. Cadbury tells us that 
“The Christian writers shared the 
materials and methods of con- 
temporary writers, and were some- 
what influenced by extant 
forms.”11 And Arthur. Jeffery, a 
Columbia University professor, in- 
forms us, “The story of the growth 
of Hebrew literature is in no 
fundamental way different from 
that of the growth of literature 
among other peoples.’!2 Thus he 
completely rules out any intelli- 
gent form of Holy Spirit inspira- 


approaches

tion and revelation. 
But, these “scholars” tell us, 
not only did_ biblical writers 


plagiarize from the literature of 
other nations——they plagiarized 
from each other as well. Perhaps 
the .chief .claim along this line 
is with reference to the Gospels. 
Alfred M, Perry, a Bangor Theo- 
logical Seminary professor,.defined 
this theory in what he called “THe 
Accepted Solution” as follows: 

“The solution generally accept- 
ed by scholars today is, in outline, 
the following: 

“1. Mark was the first of our 
four Gospels. Some little time af- 
ter its composition and publica- 
tion, copies fell into the hands of 
Matthew and Luke, and they used 
Mark’s narrative for the frame- 
work of their accounts. This fact 
explains the striking resemblance 
among the three Synoptics. 

“2. In addition to Mark the au- 
thors of Matthew and Luke had 
also another Greek document upon 
which they drew extensively for 
the words of Jesus. This document 
is frequently referred to by the 
symbol Q@, which stands for the 
German word Quelle — ‘source.’ 
Thus we have what is known as 
the ‘two-document theory.’ 


“3. In addition to these sources, 
which can be pretty well identified 
by the agreements of Matthew and 
Luke, there remains a- good deal 
of material in each of these Gos- 
pels which has no parallel, yet 
must have come from some good 
source, Indeed it is quite possible 
that some even of the parallel 
materials may have come from dif- 
ferent ‘overlapping’ sources. But 
there is not sufficient evidence in 
the Gospels to describe these 


sources as adequately as the other 


two,”’13 


- Sherman E. Johnson follows the 
same line in his Introduction to 
Matthew!l4 and the same is true 
of each of the others dealing with 
the Gospels in this commentary. 


However, as Dr. Rice states in 
his IntroductiOén to The King of 
the Jews, “There is no such manu- 
script (as ‘Q’) now, and there is 
no real evidence that anybody 
ever saw such a manuscript or 
that it ever existed. It is a crea- 
ture of the imagination of unbe- 
lieving scholarship. We agree with 
Dr. Henry C. Thiessen: ‘We feel 
that Matthew and Luke are not 
mere human adaptations of the 
materials in Mark, together with 
gome more or less reliable supple- 
mentary materials derived from 
other sources; but that they are

equally inspired with Mark, 
vinely originated to give specific 
pictures of the wonderful life and 
work of our Lord’ (Introduction to 
the New Testament, p. 117).’) 

The same ridiculous theorizing 
as The Interpreters Bible uses in 
discussing the Gospels is followed 
with reference to Acts. G. H. C. 
Macgregor writes: 

“The stages in the growth of 
the book as we now 
therefore be outlined thus: 

‘(a) Someone, presumably a 
companion of Paul, composed a/| 
travel diary covering the periods 


during which he was in the apos- | 
tle’s company, 

“(b) Someone filled. out this 
diary by adding the intervening | 


narrative of Paul's labors by which 
the separate ‘we-sections’ are now 
linked up. But was this done by 
the diarist himself, or by someone 
else? 

“(c) Someone connected up this 
Paul-narrative with the earlier 
Peter-narrative in the first half 
of the book. Once again, was this 
final compiler the diarist, or the 
author—if he was a separate in- 
dividual—of the intervening 
rative, or even a third editor 
tinct from both?’’16 

George B. Caird says of I and | 
II Samuel: 

“The great majority 
are agreed that the material is 
derived from two main sources, 
an early one and a late one, and 
that these two strands were 
woven together with harmonistic 
glosses where necessary, edited by 
an editor of the Deuteronomic 
school, and finally brought into 
their present shape by later ad- 
ditions and redactions.’’!7 

The same is claimed for 
II Kings by Norman H, 
when he says: 

“The generally accepted opinion 
is that the

of King Josiah, and there was a 
further and thorough 
mic revision about 550 B. C., 
was part of a general revision of 
all the national traditions from 
Genesis to Kings. It was the time 
when the two earlier strata of the 
Pentateuch, known as J and E, 
were combined with the Deuteéron- 
omic material.. Thus the editor 
who created JED as a combined 
work was also the Deuteronomic 
editor of the other historical 
books, Joshua, Judges, and Sam- 
uel. His framework for the book 
of Judges is generally agreed to 
be modeled on that.of his prede- 
cessor, the original author of 
Kings. The Deuteronomic princi- 
ples, as this second editor of Kings 
envisaged them, are set out in full 
in Judg. 2:11-23. The concluding 
chapters of the books of Kings 
belong to the same outlook.” 15 

Thus we see that the “scholars” 
of The Interpreter’s Bible teach 
a progressive revelation in both 
books and‘teaching. They theorize 
that the books of the Bible sort 
of “evolved” to their present form 
over the years with additions, 
subtractions, corrections and re- 
visions. In like manner, they teach 
an “evolution” of the “nature and 
purpose” of God. 


Neither do 


after the death 


they believe that 
this “evolving” is completed! Her- 
bert H. Farmer, in his article, 
“The Bible: Its Significance and 
Authority,” tells us that if any 
“new manuscript belonging to the 
Old Testament period” is discover- 
ed among ancient ruins, “it is 
clear that ... the church would 
have to consider the claim of the 
writing in question to be included 
in. the canon.’’19 

After having settled that prob- 
lem so_ swiftly he says, “The 
question of the limits of the canon 
is not so easily disposed of in re- 
latior®to the New Testament. The 
church as the new covenant com- 
munity is still going on. . 
Why, then, should not later writ- 
ings than those at present com- 
prising the New Testament, some 
of them on a very high level of 
inspiration, which have been pro- 
duced as part of the ongoing life 
of the church throughout the ages, 
enter as indispensably into the 
present living relationship of 
Christ to his people?’’20 

Mr. Farmer’s conclusion seems 
to be that if other manuscripts 
are worthy, they should be includ- 
ed in the canon as part of our 
Bible, although he would be in 
favor of limiting it to new discov- 
eries of apostolic writings since 
“no writing subsequently produced 
by others could possibly have the

Yet Mr. Farmer, with Nels F. S. 
Ferre and other modern liberals 
who are in favor of adding other 
writings to the biblical canon, 
needs to study afresh the stern

Some years ago a Jew wrote 
to one of the most learned and 
best known rabbis in America 
asking him if Isaiah 53 referred 
to Jesus of Nazareth.

We are told 
the exact place of His birth, and 
the exact time of His manifesta- 
tions to His people; we are told 
of the precise family of which 
He was to be born, and the condi- 
tion of that family of the time of 
His birth, a condition entirely dif- 
ferent from that existing at the 
time the prophecy was written, 
and contrary to all the probabili- 
ties in the case; we are told of the 
manner of His reception by His 
people, a reception entirely dif- 
ferent from that which would 
naturally be expected; we are told 
of His death, the exact manner of 
His death by crucifixion, and other 
details regarding H¥s death; we 
are told of His burial and the de- 
tails in connection with His burial, 
and of His resurrection and His 
victory subsequent to His resur- 
rection. Every one of these pre- 
dictions was fulfilled centuries 
later with the most minute pre- 
cision in Jesus of Nazareth. Now 
I submit that any book that has 
the power of looking centuries into 
the future, and predicting with 
minuteness and precision and ac- 
curacy of time, person, place, and 
circumstance, events to occur 
centuries later, must have for its 
author the only person in the uni- 
verse who knows the end from the 
beginning——that is God. Of course, 
it is quite possible for a far- 
seeing man, by studying causes 
now operant, to predict in a gener-

It is not a few years, 
but many centuries, for you can

There is a noteworthy and sig- 
nificant fact regarding the prophe- 
cies of the Bible, and that is, that 
oftentimes there are two seeming- 
ly contradictory lines of prophecy, 
and it seems as though if the one 
line of prophecy were fulfilled, the 
other could not by any possibility 


be fulfilled, and yet these two 
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the most daring | 


seemingly contradictory lines of | 
prophecy will converge and be ful- 
filled in one person, For example, 
in the Old Testament we have 
two apparently contradictory lines 
of- prophecy regarding the Mes- 
siah: one line predicts a suffering

other an all-conquering Messiah of | 
the tribe of Judah: but in the! 
actual fulfillment in Jesus of Naz- 
areth, we find both lines of prophe.- | 
cy converging and fulfilled in the 
one person: the first line of 
prophecy, that of a suffering Mes- 
siah who should die an atoning 
sacrifice for sin, being already ful- : 
filled in His first coming which 
culminated in His crucifixion on 
the cross of Calvary: the second 
line of prophecy to be fulfilled in 
His second coming as an all-con- 
quering King to rule in Jerusalem 
over all the nations of the earth.

headed men and women who are 
concerned not so much with theor- 
ies as with realities, not with fine- 
spun speculations of cloistered 
theologians and utterly prejudiced 
so-called scientists, dreaming a- 
part from the substantial reali- 
ties of life, and not concerned with 
facts but with the theory they 
are bound to support at any cost. 
Now there is one very easy and 
very simple way of accounting 
for it, and there is only one ration- 
al way of accounting for it at all. 
This only rational way of account- 
ing for it is, that back of the 
forty or more human authors was 
the One all-governing, ali-control- 
ing, all-superintemding, all-shaping 
mind of God. 

Suppose it were proposed to 
build in our capital city, Wash- 
ington, D.C., a temple that should 
display the stone productions of 
every state in the Union. Some of 
the stones were to come from the 
marble quarries of Marlboro, N. H.;

@uincy, Mass.; some from the 
brownstone quarries of Middle- 
town.

Now the 
stones have all arrived, and the 
builders at Washington go to work. 
As they build, they find that ev- 
ery stone fits exactly into every 
other stone, and into its appointed 
place. They find that there is not 
one stone too many, nor one stone 
too few; until at last when the 
builders’ work is done there is 
not.a stone smal! or great left 
over, and not the smallest niche 
or cranny where aq stone is lack- 
ing, and there rises before you a 
temple with its side walls, its 
buttresses, its roof, its pinnacles, 
and its domes, its naves, its arch- 
es, its transepts and its choirs, 
perfect in every outline, and per- 
féct in every detail,-and not one 
stone too many and not one stone 
too few, and every stone fitting 
into its place, and yet every stone 
hewn into its final shape in the 
quarry from which it was taken. 
How would you account for it? 
There is one very simple way of 
accounting for it, and only one way 
of accounting for it at all: This 
very simple and anly way of ac- 
counting for it is this, that back 
of the individual quarrymen who 
wrought in the quarry was the 
master mind of the architect, who 
planned the whole building from 
the beginning and gave to each in- 
dividual quarryman his specifica- 
tions for the work.

Oh! the utter weariness, 
the dazed hopelessness of the ghastly faces! Do not the kindly, gentle 
church-going folk of the crescents and the gardens see them in 
their dreams, or are their dreams too heavenly for these ghastly 
faces to appear?” 

I cannot recall the program of the evening, but in my memory 
gallery is a vivid picture of that face, sweet, sad, beautiful, alight 
with the deep glow of her eyes as she stood and sang to that dingy 
crowd, ‘As I sat upon the window-ledge listening to the voice with 
its flowing song, my thoughts were far away, and I was looking 
down once more upon the eager, coal-grimed faces in the rude little 
church in Black Rock. I was brought back to find myself swallowing 
hard by an audible whisper from a wee lassie to her mother: 

“Mither! See till yon man. He’s greetin’.” 

When I came to myself she was singing, ““The Land o’ the Leal,” 
the Scotch “Jerusalem the Golden,” immortal, perfect. It needed 
experience of the hunger-haunted Cowgate closes, chill with the black 
mist of an eastern haar, to feel the full bliss of the vision ‘in the 
words— 


‘“There’s nae sorrow there, Jean, 
There’s neither cauld nor care, Jean, 
The day is aye fair in 

The Land o’ the Leal.” 


A land of fair, warm days, untouched. by sorrow and care, would 
be heaven indeed to the dwellers of the Cowgate. 

The rest of that evening is hazy enough to me now, till I find 
myself opposite Mrs. Mavor at her fire, reading Graeme’s letters; 
then all is vivid again. 

I could not keep the truth from her. I knew it would be folly 
to try. So I read straight on till I came to the words: 

“He has had mountain fever, whatever that may be, and he 
will not pull up again. If I can I shall take him home to my mother” 
~—-when she suddenly stretched out her hand, saying, “Oh, let me 
read!” and I gave her the letter. In a minute she had read it and 
began almost breathlessly: 

“Listen! My life is much changed. My mother-in-law is gone; 
she needs me no longer. My solicitor tells me, too, that owing to 
unfortunate investments there is need of money, so great need that 
it is possible that either the estates or the works must go.

my text teaches anything, it 
teaches that, and it teaches it with 
solemn and awful emphasis. Five 
times Elihu preaches it—that the 
destiny of unsaved man is “the pit”’ 
—-the pit of Hell. As the great 
Adam Clarke says on my text: 
“The whole world lieth in the 
wicked one, gnd all hastening to 
the bottomless pit.’’8 It is solemn 
to contemplate, but that is what 
God says. Unpalatable as it may 
be, it is the truth of God, and 
whether you believe it or not, you 
are “going down to the Pit.” 

I recall hearing someone say 
that “while most men are not 
sure that they are going to Hea- 
ven, they are cocksure they are 
not going to Hell.” O unsaved 
man! your “soul draweth near un- 
to the pit,” you are “going down 
to the pit” (Job 33:22, 24, A.S.V.). 

Another implication of my text 
and of the Bible is that you “are 
perishing.” Elihu told Job that 
God is working by various ways 
for man, “that he may keep back 
his soul from the pit, And his life 
from perishing by the sword” 
(Job 33:18 A. S. V., marg.). The 
Bible says that men are either 
“nerishing”’ or are “being saved.” 
Which are you? “The word of the 
cross is to them that are perishing 
foolishness; but unto us who are 
being saved it is the power of 
God” (I Cor. 1:18, marg., A. S. V.). 

To be “perishing” in the Bible 
sense means to be “undergoing 
moral or spiritual ruin.” All unbe- 
lieving people, and all who are re- 
jecting “the Gospel of the glory 
of Christ” are perishing; all are 
undergoing moral and _ spiritual 
ruin. And even though you may 
now be blind to that fact, it is 
sadly and tragically true, for the 
Bible says: 

“And even if our gospel is 
veiled, it is veiled in them that 
are perishing: in whom the god 
of this world hath blinded the 
minds of the unbelieving, that the 
light of the gospel of the glory of 
Christ, who ts the image of 
God, should not dawn upon them.” 
—II Cor. 4:3, 4, A. S. V., marg. 

My text, “Deliver him from go- 
ing down to the pit: I HAVE 
FOUND A RANSOM,” implies 
that man is a captive, a prisoner. 


SOM” of God’s providing implies 
that. If there is no captive, and if 
there is no prisoner, there is no 
need of a Ransom. God would 
never have said, “Deliver him . . . 
I HAVE FOUND A RANSOM” 
had He not foreseen the need for 
it. The “RANSOM” of my text, 
therefore, teaches that MAN is 
a captive of SIN and of SATAN. 
and is “going down to the pit.” 
And you, O unsaved soul, are that 
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person, and need a RANSOM for 
your soul, 


II, The Ransom 


. The good news is that God has 
“found a RANSOM” for you. That 
is the Gospel of this remarkable 
chapter of Job, That grand old 
Methodist preacher, Adam Clarke, 
says it “is one of the best, the 
deepest, the most spiritual, and 
most important chapters ... in 
the book of Job. It is every way 
important, and full of the most 
useful information. It is a grand 
exhibition of the WAY of salva- 
tion as revealed to patriarchs 
and prophets.’’9 


“RANSOM” is one of the most 
meaningful words of the Bible, 
and one that brings unspeakable 
good and blessing to MAN, It 
means Redemption; it means 
Atonement; if means Pardon; it 
means Forgiveness; it means Pro- 
tection; it means Reconciliation; 
it means Satisfaction. All. those 
words are used to translate the 
Hebrew word for RANSOM.

The RANSOM of your soul is a 
costly thing, because sin is a 
costly thing.

Pardoned, the 
cost falls chiefly on the great 
atoning Substitute; unpardoned, 
it must fall on the head of the 
guilty sinner.’’10

That fact is repeated 
again and again. Adam Clarke was 
so deeply impressed with the re- 
peated mention of the word “Pit” 
in this message, and that man, 
unsaved, is going there, that he 
cried out, as I have stated before 
in this sermon, “The whole world 
lieth in the wicked one, and al? 
hastening to the bottomless Pit.’’6 
God has done, and is how doing, 
all He consistently can to deliver 
you from going down to the Pit. 

Elihu made that clear. He said 
that God is working to ‘keep back 
man’s soul from the pit’ (vs. 18), 
and that-God is constantly work- 
ing to that end: “Lo, all these 
things worketh God oftentimes 
with man, To bring back his soul 
from the pit” (vss.

And that is what Elihu meant 
when he said, “Lo, all these things 
worketh God oftentimes with man, 
To bring back his soul from the 
pit.”” And that is what God meant 
when He said, “Deliver him from 
going down to the pit: I have 
found a RANSOM,” 

“The death of Christ was a 
RANSOM, a counter-price. We de- 
served to have @ied. Christ died 
for us, to save us from death 
and Hell; He gave Himself a RAN- 
SOM voluntarily, a RANSOM for 
all; so that all mankind are put 
in a better condition than that 
of devils."16 Frances Ridley Hav- 
ergal preaches this Gospel in her 
hymn of Christ, the RANSOM: 


I gave my life for thee, 
My precious blood I shed, 
That thou might’st RANSOMED 
be, 
And quickened from the dead. 


I suffered much for thee, 
More than thy tongue can tell, 
Of bitt’rest agony, 
TO RESCUE THEE FROM 
HELL. 


F. W. Krummacher says: 

“The blood we see streaming 
from the wounded side of Jesus 
(is) the RANSOM paid for our 
guilt once for all before God 
as well as the atoning sacrifice 
by means of which the recon- 
ciliation of divine justice with 
God's love to sinners is brought 
about,”’17 


IV. Ransomed to What? 


“Deliver him from going down 
to the pit: I HAVE FOUND A 
RANSOM.” Elihu tells you, O 
man going down to the Pit, and 
for whom a RANSOM has been 
found, what you are RANSOMED 
to, if you accept it. 

1. You will have NEW LIFE. 
He says of the one ransomed, 
“His flesh shall be fresher than 
a child’s: he shall return to the 
days of his youth” (vs. 25). That 
is God’s way of saying you will 
have a new life, a fresh beginning. 
You will be “in Christ...a new 
creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are be- 
come new” (II Cor. 5:17). 

General Naaman, sick in soul 
and body, took God’s prescribed 
cure, dipped himself in the water 
of Jordan seven times, “and his 
flesh came again like unto the 
flesh of a little child, and he was 
clean” (II Kings 5:14). He had 
new life, and returned home a new 
man, to serve and worship the only 
Lord God (II Kings 5:15, 17). He 
found the “RANSOM”: he found 
peace; he found the Lord. So 
will you. 

2. You will have FAVOR and 
FELLOWSHIP with GOD. Elihu 
said of the ransomed soul, “He 
prayeth unto God, and he is fav- 
orable unto him, So that he seeth 
his face with joy” (vs. 26, A.S.V.). 
You will no longer be afraid of 
the Pit and of the death that 
will take you there: you will be 
restored to favor with God, and 
will “see his face with joy.”’ 

A story from the life of Jacob 
will help you to see the power 
of a RANSOM to restore you to 
the favor of God. Jacob had be- 
come the enemy of his brother 
Esau because he had stolen the 
birthright from him. Jacob is re- 
turning to his homeland, and 
learns that Esau is coming to 
meet him with four hundred men. 
Then Jacob prepares to meet his 
offended brother with a present, 
and says, “I will appease him with 
the present that goeth before me, 
and afterward I will see his face; 
peradventure he will accept of 
me” (Gen, 32:20). There is a most 
wonderful picture of the power of 
a RANSOM in that statement. 
What Jacob, the offender, actually 
said was this: “I will cover his 
face with the gift that goes before 
me” (Hebrew). The gift was of- 
fered to RANSOM Jacob from 
the anger and power of Esau. Ja- 
cob put the RANSOM between 
Esau and himself; and afterwards 
saw his face with joy. 

Jesus Christ put Himself, and 
His precious blood, between God 
and man; and those who believe 
are “accepted in the _ beloved,” 
and “have redemption through his 
blood, the forgiveness of sins” 
(Eph. 1:6, 7). The estrangement

I. Where Does God Get 
Preachers? 


Now consider certain things— 
first, where does God get preach- 
ers?

Schools 
help train preachers whom God got 
started somewhere else usually, but 
there is always a background God 
had somewhere else. Where does 
God get preachers? In this case 
He got one in the broken, burn- 
ing, praying, fervent heart of a 
godly, blameless man who prayed 
and prayed, and a woman who 
prayed and prayed till God opened 
a barren womb and brought this 
wonderful child in answer to pray- 
er. 


I would love it if here in this 
conference a lot of preachers get 


of 


right with God. But my heart’s 
cry, my heart’s burden through 
these years, not only in my public 
ministry, not only in THE SworD 
OF THE Lorp, has amounted some- 
times almost to agony as I beg- 


ged God to raise up @vangelists. ~ 


How many, many evangelists I 
have prayed over, ha®e cried over, 
have announced and boosted and 
helped to get meetings for! 
Tonight how I wish some wo- 
man could say, ‘T’ll hug this 
thought to my heart. By God’s 


grace, I will be the mother of an 


evangelist.” If only some mother 
here could begin to pray and cry 
and pray a year, ten years, twenty 
years, maybe, tiJl God gives her 
a boy, then raise him and with 
her prayers and tears, with whip- 
ping and with constant watch care, 
bring him up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord and win 
him to Christ, then send him to 
the right school! Oh, may some 
woman today settle it! One of 
these days you and I, Dr. Bob, 
will be off the scene. (Addressing 
Dr. Bob Jones, Sr.). But may 
somebody have faith to believe 
that OUT OF SOME HOME 
HERE ‘TONIGHT GOD MAY 
RAISE A GREAT EVANGELIST!

between God and you will be over, 
and you will be on good and 
friendly terms with Him. 

“Two men who had been friends 
in their youth met years later in 
the police court of a great city, 
one on the judge’s bench, the other 
in the prisoner’s dock. Evidence 
was heard and the prisoner found 
guilty. In consideration of their 
former friendship the judge was 
asked to withhold sentence. ‘No,’ 
he said, “That cannot be; justice 
must be done, and the law up- 
held.’ So he gave sentence: ‘Fifty 
dollars fine, or fourteen days at 
hard labor.’ The condemned man 
had nothing wherewith to pay, so 
prison was before him. Then the 
judge, having fulfilled his duty, 
stepped down beside “the prisoner, 
paid his fine, put his arm about 
him, and said, ‘Now, John, you 
are coming home with me to din- 
ner.’ Not even God can overlook 
sin, He must be faithful and just. 
But for us the Judge was cruci- 
fied! ‘Lo, guilt is gone, and I am 
free!’ 18 

3. You will have a TESTIMONY 
BEFORE MEN, and you will have 
the -ASSURANCE of SALVA- 
TION. The ransomed soul says, 
“T have sinned, and perverted that 
which was right, And it profited 
me not: He hath redeemed my 
soul from going into the pit, And 
my life shall behold the light’ 
(Job 33:27, 28, A. S. V.). You will 
know that, upon accepting Jesus 
Christ as your RANSOM, your 
Redeemer, you have passed from 
death into life. You will know that 
you have been “redeemed... with 
the precious blood of Christ” (1 
Pet. 1:18, 19), and instead of “go- 
ing down to the pit,” you will have 
the joy and prospect of Heaven. 
John Owen says that to those who 
have accepted the salvation ef- 
fected by the RANSOM, redemp- 
tion through the blood of Christ, 
“the uninterrupted contemplation 
of it will be a part of our blessed- 
ness unto eternity.’’19 


O man! O woman! God has 
“found a RANSOM” for you. The 
price for your redemption has been 
paid into the hands of Divine 
Justice. Jesus Christ made His 
soul an offering for your sin (see 
Isaiah 53:10). “Herein is love, not 
that we loved God, but that He 
loved us, and sent His Son to be- 
come the RANSOM for our sins” 
(I John 4:10, Hebrew N, T.). 


What if you refuse to accept 
the RANSOM found for you? Eli- 
hu, the evangelist, gives the an- 
swer. The wrath of God will be 
your lot. “Because there is wrath, 
beware lest he take thee away 
with his stroke: THEN A GREAT 
RANSOM CANNOT DELIVER 
THEE” (Job 36:18). “Even the 
‘RANSOM’ by Jesus Christ will be 
of no avail to willful despisers.’’20 

“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life; BUT THE WRATH OF GOD 
ABIDETH ON HIM” (John 3:36). 

Many years ago a man was 
found guilty of murder and sen- 


tenced to be hanged. A pardon was 


‘obtained for him, and he was told 


of it. He refused to accept it, and 
the authorities did not know what 
to’ do with him. The case was 
taken to the chief justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States, John Marshall. He hand- 
ed down the now famous decision 
that a pardon is only effectual up- 
on its acceptance by the pardoned. 
That you may say: 


“He hath redeemed my soul 
from going into the pit, 

And my life shall behold the 
light,” 

God has graciously said, 

‘Deliver him from going down 
to the pit, 

I HAVE FOUND A RAN- 
SOM.””

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..I don’t mean a pussyfooter: I 
mean someone who will hew to 
the line and do what you and I 
have dreamed “and wished and 
cried and prayed and attempted 
yet could not get to all of it, Dr. 
Bob. God can do that through 
the heart of some woman, or some 
man here tonight. God did it there 
through a man and woman who 
prayed. That is where God gets 
the best of His preachers. 

You will remember the case of 
Samuel. His mother was Hannah, 
a favored wife but barren. She 
cried and cried. Her vexed hus- 
band said, “Am not I better to 
thee than ten sons?” 

She answered, “You are good to 
me but I have to have a boy. 
I want a baby.” 

Though he was vexed with her, 
he took her to the temple with 
him, There she stopped and pray- 
ed. The old priest, Eli, saw her 
praying, moving her lips, and he 
said, “How long wilt thou be 
drunken? put away thy wine from 
thee.” 

She said, “I am a woman of a 
sorrowful spirit: I have drunk 
neither wine nor strong drink, but 
have poured out my soul before 
the Lord.” 

Eli answered, “ ... the God of 
Israel grant thee thy petition that 
thou hast asked of him.” 

God did, and He gave the child 
Samuel. 

She said, “I have lent him to 
the Lord; as long as he liveth 
he shall be lent to the Lord.”’ Oh, 
how she waited and prayed; then 
when the child came, how she 
taught him and trained him and 
would not take him to the tem- 
ple. until he was weaned, Then 
she gave him to God, and left him 
at the temple and carried him a 
little coat every time she went. 

I say, God raises up Samuels 
from Hannahs, God raises up from 
the praying home of Zacharias, and 
of Elisabeth a John the Baptist. 

May I go back to my boyhood? 
I was a college teacher, teaching 
at Wayland College, a Baptist col- 
lege, at Plainview, Texas, when I 
went one weekend to Amarillo. 
My mother’s sister, Mrs. McLaugh- 
lin was there, a noble lady. She 
and I loved to sing together. As 
we talked and read, in the home, 
a letter fell out of a book, ‘“‘Do 
youewant to read that?’”’ She ask- 
ed,

writing,” I answered. “I remember 
that my mother’s love letters to 
my dad looked like that.’ So I 
read it. It was from my mother, 
when we lived in south Texas. 
below San Antonio, near Pleasan- 
ton. We lived down there for a 
year. 

My mother wrote and said, ““The 
weather is awfully hot now and 
Willie |that was my father] isn’t 
very well. The crops are burned 
up. But,” she said, “ we are hap- 
py,’ then she began to talk, as 
a mother would, about her child- 
ren. “Little Porter is so sweet now. 
Gertrude is lots of help. She takes 
care of the baby and dries the 
dighes. Ruth is the nicest, quietest 
little thing you ever saw. And 
George—he’s into mischief from 
morning till night.” (He became 
a high school principal down in 
Texas and has gone to Heaven 
now), Then she said, “But let me 
tell you what my little preacher 
boy said...” 

“Wait a minute,” I said, She 
has already mentioned Ruth, 
George, Gertrude, and baby Por- 
ter. I’m the only one left. Aunt 
Essie, did she call me her preach- 
er boy?” 

She said, “She never called you 
anything else!” 

And I said, “I’ve got to see about 
this. Here I’m a college teacher 
and my mother called me a preach- 
er boy!” 

I went back to Decatur, Texas, 
and said to my dad, “Dad, I read 
a letter from mother the other 
day written twenty years ago, 
when I was five year’s old. She 
called me a preacher boy. Tell me 
about it.” 

He said, “Yes, Son. When you 
were born, we gave you to God 
and your mother was so proud 
to have a boy. She had ‘a girl, 
but she wanted a boy to be a 
preacher. When you were born 
we gave you to God and begged 
God to make you a preacher.” 

I said, “Dad, why didn’t you 
tell me?” 

He said, “I’ve been praying for 
God to tell you.” 

Later there fell into my hands 
an old Bible of my father’s and 
I read in the first chapter of 
Luke the words of Zacharias—they 
had said, ‘Name him Zacharias 
after his father.’ His mother said,

“No, no, no,” and when they ap- 
proached Zacharias, he called for 
a tablet and wrote down, “His 
name is John.” John means, “a 
man sent from God.” 

And my father, in heavy ink, 


had underlined in his Bible long 
ago,—the words, “His name is 
John.” And I know that my godly 
sweet mother who went to Heaven 
before I was five years old, and 
my dear father who himself was 
a preacher, pressed upon God to 
make me a preacher. But Dr. Bob, 
my father was calléd to preach 
after he was a cowman thirty-two 
years old. He was not, converted 
until he was thirty and had but 
a year or two of training,, and 
he never altogether got away from 
making a living for a big family. 
My dad gave me to God and 
said, “O God, let him be what I 
couldn’t be,” and my mother gave 
me to God and her heart’s cry was,

I worked my way through col- 
lege; I know there were lots of 
good influences, but some things 
were settled in Heaven when I 
was born, when a godly country

homes we will raise up some soul 
winners, some men of God,” God 
will do it. 

I have just looked over this 
crowd of young people. God give 
an anointing and touch each of 
you now!

made out of the prayers, the tears, 
the heartbreaks of parents who 
say, “I will raise a son to serve 
God.” So it ought to be. So it 
was here in the Bible. That is 
where God gets preachers. If we 
get that settled, we will get some 
things settled for a generation to 
come, and someone will go as a 
flaming fire in a few years. Dr. 
Bob, you and I won’t know about 
it now. But in the secret of some 
mother’s heart here or some fath- 
er’s heart here now will come 
the seed out pf which will grow 
the flaming revival in which mil- 
lions will turn to God, if we pray 
and do as we ought. 


Out of such godly, strict homes 
—homes with discipline, with pray- 
er, with tears, and godliness— 
out of those kinds of homes God 
takes preachers. God raise some 
more! 


Great in God’s Sight! ¢« 


Now notice another thing. 
. . « he shall be great in the 
sight of the Lord.” “.. . and many 
shall rejoice at his birth. For 
he shall be great in the sight 
of the Lord.” You know, that is 
a good way to be great; “in the 
sight of the Lord.” People didn’t 
say, “He is going to be great; 
the Pharisees will dote on him.” 
They didn’t. The angel didn’t say, 
“He'll be great in the sight of 
the Sadducees who do not believe 
in miracles.” No, not in their 
sight! The angel didn’t say, “He’s 
going to be great in the sight of 
the scribes and the official lead- 
ers of the denomination and the 
headquarters and the Sanhedrin.” 
No, he wasn’t. No, he wasn’t. 

John later said to the multitude 
who came to be baptized by him, 
“O generation of vipers, {you 
bunch of snakes,| who hath warned 
you to flee from the wrath to 
come?”’ Now, that is not the way 
to be popular with headquarters. 
And when the headquarters sent a 
delegation out there, he didn’t talk 
too nice to them. But he was great 
in the sight of the Lord. 


Oh, my preachers, in God’s name, 
let us be sure we make good at 
the only place that really counts. 
If up in Heaven somebody hears 
you when you pray, then great 
are you in the sight of the Lord. 


I was recently making a study 
again of the case of Elijah and 
Obadiah. In I Kings 17 and 18 
the Bible says, “Now Obadiah 
feared the Lord-greatly.” Obadiah 
was the keeper of the king’s pal- 
ace, was the manager of the 
queen’s table. He had a pretty big 
job, for they had 450 idolatrous 
prophets there to eat at the table. 
Now a dietician or a manager 
has a pretty big job when you have 
that many preachers at the table, 
especially if they are the Devil’s 
preachers and working for Queen 
Jezebel and King Ahab. The Bible 
says, “Obadiah feared the Lord 
greatly.” Yes, greatly, but not as 
greatly as he feared Jezebel! So 
Obadiah said, “ ... my lord Eli- 
jah.” Elijah answered, “Go, tell 
thy lord [Ahab], Behold, Elijah is 
here.”’

Wasn’t Obadiah saved? Yes, he 
was saved. Obadiah said to Elijah,
